societies, farm bureaus, and so 
forth, for no sufficient cauae. 

Investigation of the subject conclu- 
sively proves that, while there Is much 
overstatement of grievances and mis- 
conception of remedies, the farmers 
are right In complaining of wrongs 
long endured, and right In holding that 
It Is feasible to relieve their Ills with 
I'l'iH-flt to the rest of the community. 
This being the case of an Industry 
that contributes. In the raw material 
form alone, about one-third of the na- 
tional annual wealth production and 
Is the means of livelihood of about 49 
per cent Ci the population. It is ob 
vlous that the subject is one of grave 
concern. Not only do the farmers 
make up one-half of the nation, but J 
tin- well-being of the other hiilf de- 
pends upon them. 

So long as we have nations, a wise 
polltclal economy will ulm at a lar>;e 
decree of national self-sufficiency and 
self containment. Koine fell when the 
food supply was too far removed from 
the belly. Like her, we shall destroy 
our own agriculture and extend our 
sources of food distantly and pro arl 
ously, if we do not see to It that our 
farmers are well and fairly paid for 
their services. The farm gives the 
jiatlon men as well as food. Cities 
derive their vltnllty and are forever 
.renewed from the country, but an Im- 
poverished countryside exports Intelll 
gence and retains unintelllgence. 
Only the lower grades of mentality 
and character will remain on. or seek, 
the farm, unless agriculture is capable 
ot SStBg pursued with contentment and 
adequate compensation. Hem e, to em 
hitter and Impoverish the farmer is to 
dry up and contaminate the vltul 
sources of the nation. 

The war showed convincingly how 
dependent the nation Is on the full 
productivity of the farms. l»esplte 
herculean efforts, agricultural produc- 
tion kept only a few weeks or months 
ahead of consumption, and that only 
by Increasing the acreage of certain 
staple crops at the cost of reducing 
that of others. We Mgtt not to for- 
get that lesson when we ponder on 
the fanner's problems. They are truly 
common problems, and there should 
be no attempt to deal with them as 
If they were pureky selfish demands 
of a clear-cut group, antagonistic to 
the rest of the community. Hather 
should we consider agriculture In the 
light of broad national policy, Just 
as we consider oil, coal, steel, dye- 
■tuffs, and so forth, as sinews of na 
tlonal strength. Our growing popula 
Hog and a higher standard of living 
demand Increasing food supplies, and 
more wool, cotton, hides, ami the rest. 
With the disappearance of free or 
cheap fertile land, additional acreage 
and Increased yields can come only 
from costly effort. This we need not 
expect from an Impoverished or un 
happy rural population. 

It will not do to take a narrow view 
of the rural discontent, or to appraise 
It from the standpoint of yesterday 
This Is peculiarly an age of flux and 



always has been so Do longer 
i that It Is righteous, or always 
shall be ao More, perhaps, than ever 
before, there Is a widespread feeling 
that all human relations can be tin 
proved by taking thought, aud that It 
Is not becoming for the reasoning ani- 
mal to leave hla destiny largely to 
chance and natural Incidence. 

Prudent and orderly adjustment of 
production and distribution In accord 
nnce with consumption Is recognized 
a. wise management In every business 
but that of farming. Yet, 1 venture 
to say,, there la no other Industry In 
which It Is so Important to the pub 
lie -to the city-dweller — that produc 
tlwn should be sure, steady, and In 
creasing, and that distribution should 
be in proportion to the need The un 
organised farmers naturally act blind 
ly and Impulsively end, In conae 
■urfelt and dearth, accompa 
m 



harass the consumer. One year pofa 
toes rot in the fields because of excess 
production, and there Is a scarcity of 
the things that have been displaced 
to make way for the expansion of the 
potato acreage; next year the punish 
ed farmers msss their fields on some 
other crop, and potatoes enter the 
of luxuries; and so on. 
Agriculture Is the greatest and fun 
dnmentally the moat Important of our 
American industries. The cities are 
but the branches of the tree of na- 
tional life, the roots of which go deep 
ly Into the land. We all flourish or 
decline with the farmer. So, when we 
of the cities read of the present unl 
versal distress of the farmers, of a 
slump of six billion dollars In the farm 
▼alue of their crops in a single year, 
of their inability to meet mortgages or 
to pay current bills, and how, seeking 
relief from their His, they are plun 
nlng to form pools, Inaugurate farm- 
ers' strikes, and demand legislation 
abolishing grain exchanges, private 
cattle markets, and the like, we ought 
not hastily to brand them as economic 
heretics and highwaymen, and hurl at 
them the charge of being seekers of 
special privilege. Itather, we should 
ask If their trouble Is not ours, and 
see what can be done to improve the 
situation. Purely from self-lntere.-t , 
If for no higher motive, we should 
help them. All of us want to get back 
permanently to "normalcy;" but is It 
reasonable to hope for that condition 
■Bleu our greatest and most bnslc in- 
dWtry ' an be put on a sound and solid 
permanent foundation? The farmers 
art; not entitled to special privileges; 
but are tbey not right In demanding 
that they be placed on an eipial foot- 
ing with the buyers of their products 
and with other Indusi ricsY 



Let us, then, consider some of the 
fanner's grievance*, and see how far 
they are real In doing so, we should 
remember that, while there have been, 
and still are. laitancee of BWpOs*f»l 
abuse, the subject should not be ap 
proached with any eseerel imputation 
to existing distributive agencies of de- 
liberately intentional oppression, but 
rather with the conception that the 
— rfctlUg of farm products has not 
been modernized. 

An ancient evil, and a persistent 
one. Is tin- undergradlng of farm prod 
nets, with the result that what the 
farmers sell as of one quality Is re- 
sold as of a higher. That this sort of 
chicanery should persist on any Im- 
|s>rtunt scale In these days of busi- 
ness Integrity would seem almost In- 
credible, but there Is much evidence 
that It does so persist. Even as I 
write, the newspapers announce the 
suspension of several Anns from the 
New York Produce Kx.liange for ex- 
porting to (Jet-many as No. •_' wheat a 
whole shipload of grossly Inferior wheat 
ml B«d with oats, chaff and the like. 

Another evil Is that of Inaccurate 
weighing of farm products, which, It 
Is charged. Is sometimes a mutter of 
dishonest Intention and sometimes of 
protective policy on the part of the 
local buyer, who fenrs that he may 
"weigh out" more than he "weighs In." 

A greater grievance Is that at pres 
ent the field farmer has lltt'e or no 
control over the time and conditions 
if marketing his products, with the 
result that he Is often underpaid for 
his products and usually overcharged 
for uiarketing Service. The differ 
ence between what the farmer re 
celves and what the consumer pays 
often exceeds all possibility of Justl 
oration. To cite a single Illustration

the railroads rot 12.7 cents for 
Ing It to Haltimore and the consumer 
paid one dollar, leaving 7»K cents for 
the service of marketing and Its risks, 
ns agnlnst 20.2 cents for growing and 
transporting. The hard annals of 
farm-life are replete with such com- 
mentaries on the crudeness of prea- 
ent practice*. 

Nature prescribes that the farmer's 
"goods" must be finished within two 
or three months of the year, while 
financial and storage limitations gen 
erally compel him to sell thorn at the 
same time. As a rule, other industries 
are In a continuous process of finish 
Ini; goods for the markets; they dls 
tribute as they produce, end they can 
curtail production without too great 
Inlury to themselves or the romnni 
nity; but If the farmer restricts his 
output, It Is with disastrous OOBee 
quences, both to himself and to th. 
community. 

The average farmer Is busy with 
production for the major part of the 
year, and has nothing to sell. The 
bulk of bis output team on the mar 
ket at once. Because of lack of stor 
age facilities and of financial support 
the fnrmer cannot carry his good* 
through the year and dispose of them 
as they are currently needed. In the 
great majority of cases, farmers have 
to entrust storage— In warehouses and 
elevators — and the financial carrying 
of their products to others. 

Farm products are generally mar 
beted at a time when there is a con 
fostlon of both transportation and 
finance— when cars and money are 
s,a no. The outcome, In many In- 
stances, Is that the farmers not only 
sell under pressure, and therefore at 
I disadvantage, bat are compelled to 
take further reductions In net returns 
in order to meet the charges for the 
service of storing, transporting, financ- 
ing, and ultimate marketing— which 
charges they claim, are often exres 
sive, bear heavily on both consumer 
and producer, and are under the con- 
trol of those performing the services 
It is tree that they are relieved n f 
the risks of a changing market by 
selling at once ; but they are quite will- 
ing to take the unfavorable chance, 
if the favorable one also is theirs and 
they can retain for themselves a part 
of the service charges that are uni- 
form, In good years and bud, with 
high prices and low. 

While, in the main, the farmer must 
sell, regardless of market conditions, 
at the time of the maturity of crops, 
he cannot suspend production in toto. 
lie must go on producing if lie is to go 
on living, and If the world Is to exist. 
The most he can do is to curtail pro- 
duction a little or alter Its form, uud 
that— because he Is In the dark as to 
MM probable demand for his goods- 
may be only to Jump from the frying 
pan into, the tire, taking the consumer 
with It I in.
